ly regard the work of deaf teachers 
with less honor than that of the hear- 
ing. The deaf were generally sup- 
posed to work from " bread and but- 
ter" motives. Sue! a pre sumption 
was unfair and unjust. lie did not 
claim that all deaf teachers were good 
teachers, any more than all the heat- 
ing teachers were; but when the deaf 
did succeed, when they labored with 
all their energies and achieved dis- 
tinction, due honor should be ac- 
corded them. 

Rev. Dr. Thomas (iallaudet, who 
had entered while Mr. Fox was speak 
ing, was next called upon, lie said 
he gladly responded to such a call. 
It was a privilege which he prised to 
publicly do honor to Harvey Prindle 
Feet, under whom he had been a 
teacher until he began his present re- 
ligious work in I8ft8, He told of the 
wonderful executive power, the ex- 
cellent judgment, the indefatigable 
labors, and the warm sympathies of 
Harvey Prindle Feet, lie related in 
graphic language the proceedings ami 
details of Hie transfer of the pupils 
from the old rtOtii Street School to the 
present institution on December It h. 
1868. He dilated upon the lesson to 
be learned from the life of Harvey F. 
Feet. He hoped all would profit by 
the lesson, and Would try to become 
good and useful men and women. 

He was followed by Uev. John 
Chamberlain, who paid a graceful 
tribute to the memory of the man 
whoso birthday all were assembled to 
honor. 

Prinoipal Currier announced that 
he had discovered a poetical tribute 
to Harvey Prindle Feet, written in 
1872, for the birthday celebration of 
that year by some former pupil, he 
could not name.

but had learned much concerning him 
yesterday and today. He thought it 
a great privilege to' those who had 
personally known hint.

Prof. Fercival Hall said that Har- 
vey F. Feet was a good man, and 
though he was dead his deeds still 
live. Every deed that we do', be it a 
good deed or an evil deed, lives 
always, and when we die, the good 
deed and the bad ones form the record 
of our lives. He desired all the pupils 
to remember this, and to try to make 
their lives replete with goodness and 
usefulness. 

Prof. Andrew McKean was the 
next speakei. Sonic people, he said, 
may wonder why the deaf should 
revere the memory of their old teach- 
ers. It may be said that their services 
have been recompensed by a pecuniary 
return, and so no further gratitude is 



farewell, I received only kindness from his 
hands. 

Much has been said of the firmness and 
courage which made him a leader and ruler 
among men, but little notice has been taken 
of otber qualities, not less noble or less 
characteristic of MBS. "The bravest are 
the lander Set" is a maxim of world- wide ap- 
plication. And this was true of l>r. Peet to 
a remarkable degree 

He had a most affectionate and lovable 
disposition, Be wan a faithful friend. So- 
cial in his tastes, he had a keen sense of 
humor and loved a hearty laugh as well as 
any man 1 have ever known. He could tell 
a story inimitably too. either in signs or in 
speech. He delighted in conversation 
He was dignified, it is true, but not in the 
least stiff or afraid to unbend. 

He was fond of joining in the sports of 
ths pupils, both in doors and out, and though 
sixty-four when I first saw him. was as 
active as most men of fort v. 

Ilia administration was truly patriarchal. 
Kvery one, from the youngest child to the 
oldest teacher, had free access to him, and 
went to him in trouble and in joy for aym- 
pathy. and received it in unstinted 
measure. 

He was tolerant to a degree rare in men 
of his time, and enjoyed a battle of words as 
you boys enjoy a giiod game of foot-ball.

Robert Docbarty, Jr., beloved son 
of Robert and Georgina Docbarty, of 
Cambridge, breathed his last on Sun- 
day, Nov. II. His end was peaceful, 
and be knew that the last summons to 
join the the innumerable caravan of 
the silent majority was coming, and 
his pain-racked body sought relief in 
death. Shortly after Thanksgiving 
last year, both Mr. Docbarty and his 
son had an attack of the grip. The 

father reeorered and was none the 

for it afterward, while the boy's 
health steadily declined until he was 

prostrated two months ago. by peeo- 

monia, from which he recovered only 
after a severe struggle. On I he flay

If our schools (or the <|eaf do not 
turn out citizens, they are schools in 
name but asylums in nature. The 
law allows the deaf to hold'^f-operty 
and to vote ; and the deaf trMist bear 

all the responsibility that is borne by 

oilier citizens. Whenever a debl per- 
son violates the law and escattjfl the 
penalty because he is a "poor (lum- 
my," the deaf en masse suffer as a 
natural The public be- 

comes convinced that the deaf are an 
inferior people, to be ranked along- 
side of idiots and lunatics. 

-t your friend when he is in 
trouble, stand up for him when he is 
imposed upon, protect him ircien his 
rights are threatened ; but ,for your 
own sake, for the sake of all other 
self-respecting deaf people, do not 
beg mercy beoanse he is a deaf-mute. 

Let him -tand or fall on his merits as 
a citizen. 

Insist upon all that the law entitles 
you to have. Demand equal rights 
and reject all privilege*. I once 
thought that by combining, the deaf 
might make themselves felt m politics, 

but I now believe to pnrrae any such 

policy would be injurious in tin- Jong 
run. Any combination of the kind 
would be an .'idtu,is-ion of inferiority. 
Vote as a democrat, a republican, or 
what not.

(>ood public schools are essential 
to the prosperity of the republic ; and 
all good citizens are interested in 
educational affairs. But an education 
means far more to a deaf person than 
to oik: who can hear. It iiji 
new life.' It is your duty to see tha'i 
others enjoy the privileges thai, you 
enjoy, and to see that the public 
become* more interested in the educa 
tiqn*of-the deaf. Your experience » 
of value to the teacher; and tbe 
teacbet who is broad and sincere will 
always listen with great attention to 
what you say. 

Take an interest in public affairs; 
M out to meeting! ; know what is 
happening around you, and show that 
you are concerned. Some one will 
soon give you at least an outline of 
what is going on. Without intrud- 
ing anywhere, or boring any one, go 
among hearing people. You will find 
more friends than many would 
believe. You will gain much ; they 
will lose nothing. I know a young 
man who, with a pencil and tablet, 
has made himself very popular in his 
town. He always finds the ladies 
" at home"; ami if he does not. eaU in 
due time, they mikI for him. It is 
an actual fa- ome of the young 

men who can hear, are jealous of 
him. I am also acquainted with a 
young lady who caused every young 
man in her town to learn the manual 
alphabet. Von have no idea how 
much hearing people would enjoy 
your company if they only knew you 
well. 

Do not infer thai I am opposed to 
societies for the deaf. I believe this 
-ociety has done much good ; and I 
belnve it will continue to do good. 
Deafness is a serious disadvantage, 
I think I appreciate this fact as clear- 
ly as anyone blessed with bearing

I would not deprive my deaf friend* 
of what contributes to then- ultimate 

happiness ami Usefulness j but there 
is a great danger of their beeoming 
" clannish," a danger of their forget- 
ting lha.1 thuy owe something, yes, 
very much, to the world around then,. 
Those' Who rc-tricl their association 
to the deaf will beOdme narrow, will 
lose sight of the great things about 
them, and fveniually concentrate 
their thoughts on things too small for 
sere ration. Enjoy the 

company of the deaf ; go to sooil 

and get what perhaps you might not 

obtain elsewlWrV ; but remember that 
you are a citizen.

Then he must make M$ iriji the sub- 
ject of his leet urc, which would not 
do under the circumstances. Should 
he choose the subject with which he 
was best acquainted ? lie would ask 

his audience what they thought that 

subject to be. Replies of: " Chemis- 
try,"" Articulation," " .Mathematics." 
His audience was wrong. He felt 
that what he knew the most about 
was small-pox ! lie had been 
through smallpox, he had taken care 
Of many small-pox patients, he had 
diMUaS«d small-pox with many dif- 
ferent doctors, he has read and 
Studied books on the subject. Hut 
smallpox is not a pleasant subject ; it 
would never do to bring it before the 
"Lit." Like his predecessor, he desired 

to say something of practical value to 

bis audience. lie must endorse I'rof. 
Kay and I'rof. Ilotehkiss in their 
lectures on the " Mastery of the Eng- 
lish Language," and " Hooks and 

Beading. He would sup p l e ment 

their lectures by telling us of a uni- 
versity we might enter, the largest 
university in the world. A university 
only sixteen years old, but which 
has iio,iloo members, and last year 

graduated 1,000 students. 

This university was Chaiitampia. 
Let n<> one smile, the courses of study 
offered herein were by no means 
■Uperfioial. Such men and thinkers 

as I'rof. Drummond, Edward Bveoay 

Hale, I'rof. Fairburn, and many 
others, hail given their fullest endorse- 
ment to the plan and results of this 
university. 

Anyone, individually, or inasaooia 

Hon with others, might enter. Hut 
luity minutes a day for nine months 
during four years, was required of 
•ach Student. Having passed the CI 
animations he might then take his 
diploma, and after that, there were 
thirty separate courses of study open 
to him, each of which might add a 
seal to bis diploma. Kaeh book in 
the curriculum is selected by the vote 
of one thousand men and women high 
in educational and literary ranks. 

All that is of worth In nature, art, 

Science and literature, is embodied 
m this course of study. Three hun- 
dred thousand books are sold annually 
lo students. \lvn\ in Washington, 
there arc twenty circles, or more, 

connected with Chautauqua. The

THE LATE RUSSIAN RULER — IN- 
TERESTING SCENE IN A TOY SHOP AT 
COPENHAGEN. 

Every autumn the Czarina had 
been in the habit of going with the 
Czar to Copenhagen to visit her 
parents, the aged King and Queen of 
Denmark. At the same time, the 
Princess of Wales would journey 

northward to Denmark's shores ac- 
companied by the Prince, and from 
Greece would come King Geor g e and 
Queen Olga, until the Danish King 
and Queen had all their children 
about them. Three years ago an 
American lady and her daughtci were 
visiting in Copenhagen at the time of 
the royal gathering.

At this the youngest child of all, a 
boy carried in the big man's arms, 
began tO kick and cry and behave 
very badly. 

"I will wait," said the young'lady, 
laughing at the youngster's screams 
and kicks, " for I sec you have an im- 
patient member of your party." 

With a bow of thanks the athletic 
looking man picked up a small drum 
with the Danish colors upon it and 
handed it to the Struggling child in 
his arms. Then the others each re- 
ceived a pretty present, while some 
town children who had wandered in 
were treated to gifts of toys ami 
pretty trifles. When all had been 

served with playthings, the gentleman 

whispered to the child in his arms, and 
a minute afterward the little one, 
Stretching out his little hand toward 
the VOUng lady, handed her a book. 

'•Uncle 'Xandcr says I must give 
VOU this because I was so rude," he 
said in fairly plain English, "and I 
will give you this myself," handing 
over a slick of many-colored candy.
